IvoulHville, Ky., May 8.— The sum- 
mary of weather and crop conditions 
for Kentucky for the week ending yes- 
terday. Issued by the Loulavllle Wsatb- 
er nureau foUows: 

'Seasonable temperature and mod- 
erate rainfall during the week were 
favorable for plant growth. The rains 
and warmer woatlu^r improved mead- 
ows, pastures, gardens, and potatoes. 
Germination of seeds was hindered by 
the low temperature of the past week, 
resulting In a poor stand In some 
cases. Tobacco plants are generally 
doing well, being only slightly In- 
jured by the cold of last week. 

"Reports indicate that wheat was 
slightly damaged in the eastern coun- 
ties by the cold spell, but it continues 
In good condition generally and Is now 
growing well. 

"Corn planting continues under (air- 
ly favorable conditions, except In some 
loealitios where It was hindered by 
rain. The first planting is ooming up 
and shows a poor stand. 

"Further reports Indicate that fr\iii 
was greatly damaged by the freeze of 
last week, especially tai the central and 
eastern counties, where It was nearly 
all killed. In the western part of the 
State some apples and peaches and 
most of the small fruits seem to be 
safe."
